1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Margolis 
3,169,029. Margolis shows in figures 1 and 5 a folder, which is foldable about a shoulder 
or back panel 14 along fold lines 15, 17. There is disclosed flanges 12 proximate to the 
back panel 14. When folded about the back panel, it is clear that the result is a 
symmetric "t shaped" folder with flanges adjacent to the "shoulder" and a narrower 
distal end of the folder portions. It is disclosed in column 1 lines 45+ that the folder is 
made of paper or cardboard and may be covered with plastic (slick surface). The 
examiner appreciates applicant's recitation of the "ballot". However, as the ballot itself 
is not defined within the claim, this is a relative term and functional language as it is 
merely the intended use of the claimed folder within an apparatus claim. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Small et al 5,178,414 (see figure 4), Bridges 5,575,505 (see figure 
1) and Heyer 6,286,752 (see figure 3) all disclose "t-shaped" folders.
